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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. In lines 3 and 4, it is unclear what is meant by the phrase "along a surface of the 
coin in an interior of and/or in a surface space of the coin." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Aruga 

at al (US 6,667,615 62). 

6. As described in Claims 1-4, Aruga discloses a coin identification sensor (1 1 00) 
having a exciting portion that generates an AC magnetic field along a surface of the coin 
as well as in an interior of the coin. See figure 14. Note that the detection coil (1104a) 
and (1 105a) are detection coils and are disposed along a centerline of the coin. 
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esssentially above a central axis of tlie coin. Coils (1 , 3, 5 and 7) are excitation coils 
that surround core (1106, 1107). 

7. Regarding Claims 5 and 8-14, the detection coils are differential coils as 
described at col. 7, lines 5-15. 

8. Regarding Claim 6, the detection coils are provided along a line along the 
surface of the coin. 

9. Regarding Claims 7 and 1 5-20, note that the identity of the coin is detected by 
the coin detector based on a detected configuration. See Col. 1 , lines 18-23 and col. 2, 
lines 23-39.
